The increased Attention now being, paid to 
the Far East and its commercial routes by the 
Governments of Luripe and: America is about 
to find a response in Japan. ‘The Communica- 
tions Departinent has decided to dispatch a 
commissioner.to Ghyra; Talienwan, Shanghai, 
Hongkong and other ports, who will study the 
local conditions, of further: trade and maritime 
expansion, and more particularly the state of 
Japanese shipping .as carried on under the 
Subsidy Act.
